Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  condition  of  Neston  Urban  District  for  the  year  1972. 

The  vital  statistics  appear  in  the  body  of  the  Report  and  can  be 
compared  with  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  of  17.1  per  thousand  of  the  population 
remains  above  the  average  for  England  and  Wales,  which  is  14.8.  The  death 
rate  of  8,2  per  thousand  compares  favourably  with  that  for  England  and 
Wales,  which  is  8.9. 

The  summary  of  infectious  diseases  for  the  year(on  Page  26.  )  shows 
notifications  from  General  Practitioners  have  been  at  a  satisfactory  low 
level  with  measles  once  again  being  the  commonest  notified  illness. 

The  year  saw  the  introduction  of  a  Computor  based  Developmental 
Paediatric  programme  when  infants  are  reviewed  periodically  for  anomalies 
of  development.  Examinations  are  carried  out  by  medical  Staff  at  six 
weeks,  six  months,  nine  months,  two  years,  3  years  and  four  and  a  half 
years,  in  the  County  Clinic  Centres  within  the  District.  Of  the  children 
eligible  for  screening,  some  80%  accepted  their  inoculations,  representing 
a  creditable  level  of  attendance. 

Now  that  re-organisation  of  Local  Government  and  Health  Services  is 
becoming  imminent,  more  and  more  time  is  being  devoted  to  the  new  structure. 
Working  Parties  commenced  during  the  year  to  help  smooth  the  way  for  those 
directly  concerned  with  the  change, 

I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the 
co-operation  of  all  members  of  staff,  with  whom  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
working,  my  thanks  also  go  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee.

The  Hospital  at  Clatterbridge  admits  Patients  from  this  area,  and 
others  go  to  the  Hospitals  in  Birkenhead,  Liverpool  and  Chester. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

This  Act  gives  to  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  power  to  arrange  for 
removal  to  Hospital  under  a  Justice's  Order  of  aged  and  infirm  persons 
who  are  not  able  to  look  after  themselves,  and  who  are  not  receiving 
propoer  care  and  attention.  No  action  under  this  statute  was  required 
during  the  year.

Discontinuation  of  Routine  Vaccination. 

In  July  1971,  routine  vaccination  in  childhood  was  discontinued  in 
the  United  Kingdom.  In  consequence  vaccinial  infections  will  probably 
be  much  less  in  future  years.  Nevertheless,  until  eradication  of  small¬ 
pox  is  complete,  vaccination  will  continue  to  be  required  for  personnel 
in  the  Armed  Forces  and  Health  Services,  for  overseas  travellers,  and  for 
others  who  may  become  exposed  to  infection.  The  majority  of  these 
persons  will  be  adults,  an  increasing  proportion  of  whom  will  be  under¬ 
going  primary  vaccination.  In  addition  an  unknown  number  will  have 
specific  medical  contraindications.  These  individuals  will  require 
identification  and,  if  vaccination  is  to  proceed,  will  then  also  require 
protection  by  the  use  of  antivaccinial  immuneg lebulin .

Water » 


All  water  within  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the  Wirral  Water 
Board  from  a  mixed  source,  including  water  from  walls,  upland  surface 
reservoirs,  and  the  River  Dee,  All  water  supplies  are  chemically  treated. 

Routine  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  are  taken  both  by  the 
Water  Board  and  this  Department.  All  have  been  satisfactory. 

A  private  supply  of  water  from  an  Artesian  well  serves  a  private 
school.  Samples  obtained  have  been  satisfactory. 

Every  house  has  a  piped  supply  from  the  public  mains.  Details  are 
given  below:.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  number  of  dwellings  without  main  drainage  facilities  remains 
substantially  the  same.  Although  many  of  the  sewage  installations  at  these 
houses  are  of  an  obsolescent  type,  in  practice  they  create  no  nuisance  or 
pollution,  and  work  satisfactorily .  Advice  is  sought  from  time  to  time  on 
these  installations  when  difficulties  are  encountered,  and  improvements  are 
carried  out  on  suggestions  from  the  Department, 

Work  on  a  short  length  of  sewer  to  provide  drainage  for  six  cottages 
has  been  commenced. 

Drainage  problems  continue  to  occur  on  some  of  the  new  private  housing 
estates  where  there  are  long  runs  of  'private  sewers.'  Some  of  these  are 
now  in  process  of  being  adopted  as  Public  Sewers.

Refuse  Collection 

The  Council  operate  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  domestic  premises, 
shops,  schools  etc.  Wherever  possible  a  twice  weekly  collection  is  maintained 
for  certain  food  premises,  especially  in  the  summer  months. 

The  pilot  scheme  of  sack  collection  has  proved  satisfactory  and  with  the 
Council’s  approval,  will  be  extended  as  redundancy  of  labout  allows. 


Civic  Amenities  collections  continue  to  increase  and  every  encouragement 
is  given  to  householders  to  contact  the  Department  for  this  free  service. 

Garden  refuse  in  some  parts  of  the  district  became  a  problem  and  a  scheme 
for  collection  was  considered  and  brought  into  operation.  The  scheme  whereby 
unusual  coloured  sacks  are  sold  by  the  Department  to  the  public  are  collected 
by  the  normal  refuse  collection  teams.  The  scheme  has  proved  extremely  successful.

The  accent  this  year  has  been  on  Improvement  of  Houses  and  the  number 
of  enquiries  and  inspections  for  this  purpose  has  greatly  increased. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Housing  Manager,  the  older  Council 
property  has  been  looked  at  with  a  view  to  improvements  being  carried  out. 

Consideration  has  also  been  given  to  the  declaration  of  areas  as  General 
Improvement  Areas.  Preliminary  inspections  of  possible  areas  are  being 
carried  out. 

Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  year,  90  applications  for  grant  aid  were  approved.

A  considerable  amount  of  work  was  carried  out  in  relation  to  the  Department 
of  the  Environment  circular  -  Slums  and  Older  Housinq  An  Overall  Strategy;  this 
work  shows  that  although  there  are  few  unfit  dwellings,  considerable  work  of 
improvements  still  need  to  be  carried  out. 

Two  large  houses  which  were  let  in  multiple  occupation  have  been  closed, 
the  owners  giving  written  undertakings  in  both  cases  not  to  re-let,  and  the 
tenants  re-housed. 

Two  small  terraces  of  old  property,  a  total  of  16  houses,  which  had  been 
vacated  were  demolished  as  part  of  the  Town  Centre  Redevelopment  plan. 

The  Housing  Finance  Act,  1972  brought  a  change  in  legislation  in  relation 
to  Qualification  Certificates  and  Fair  Rents.  It  is  now  possible  for  houses  in 
a  poor  state  of  repair  to  have  rent  increases  by  means  of  the  fixing  of  a  Fair 
Rent.  From  a  Public  Health  point  of  view  this  appears  to  be  a  retrograde  step, 
as  previously  rent  increases  generally  were  only  allowable  when  the  house  was 
brought  up  to  a  good  state  of  repair,  having  regard  to  its  age  and  locality. 
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Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food* 

A  good  standard  of  inspection  has  been  maintained  and  is  noticeable 
already  in  a  better  standard  in  food  premises  and  a  greater  awareness  in 
the  district  of  food  standards. 

The  general  public  has  continued  to  be  encouraged  to  bring  all  food 
complaints  to  the  Department,  the  thorough  investigation  of  each  complaint 
helping  to  maintain  a  good  standard  of  hygiene.

Although  no  problems  has  been  experienced  in  this  area  with  regard  to 
pollution  by  poisonous  waste,  controlling  legislation  of  this  nature  was  most 

welcome , 

The  Council’s  tip  is  used  by  one  major  industrial  Company  for  the  deposit 
of  waste,  the  Public  Analyst  has  been  consulted  over  all  the  various  types 
tipped  and  all  have  been  found  to  be  innocuous. 

An  incident  had  occurred  previously  in  the  year,  prior  to  the  coming  into 
force  of  the  Poisonous  Wastes  Act,  when  a  skip  had  been  left  in  an  Industrial 
yard  with  Chemical  sludge  which  gave  off  pungent  fumes  during  heavy  rain  in  the 
late  evening.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Brigade,  it  was 
rapidly  removed  and  chemically  neutralised. 

F  act ories . 

The  district  has  a  small  area  confined  to  light  industry  with  one  large 
international  concern  and  several  smaller  factories  throughout  the  district. 

Clean  Air. 


The  Council  have  agreed  upon  a  Policy  of  Smoke  Control  and  the  division 
of  the  district  into  8  Smoke  Control  Areas,  which  will  cover  the  whole  of  the 
urban  district.  The  period  of  time  it  is  hoped  to  convert  the  whole  of  the 
district  to  smoke  control  is  10  years. 


Noise. 


The  investigations  and  control  of  noise  complaints  increasing  takes  up 
more  of  the  Department's  time  as  the  public  became  more  aware  of  this  type  of 
nuisance.  Complaints  vary  greatly  from  domestic  sources  to  industrial  sources. 

Swimmino  Baths. 

A  small  swimming  bath  in  incorporated  within  a  private  school  in  the  area 
for  the  use  of  the  pupils.  The  construction  of  the  Sports  Complex  which 
includes  a  swimming  baths  has  commenced. 


Caravan  Sites.
